Th* Bkb some weeks ago, that 
the population of Earlington by 
■ the official census of 1900 would 
be exoeeding 8,000 and that <>i' 
Madisonville about o,700, al- 
though it created something of a 
sensation at the county seat, 
where some ambitious citizens 
had been claiming 5,000, is pro- 
ven true by the O^cial count 
now published by - the (Jensus 
Bureau. 

Both towns show uff admirable 
I increase since 1800. Earlington's 
population in 1WM), by the official 
census was 1,748. Then-nsus of 
this y«'i»r for Earlincton is :i,uj 2, 
showing a gain of over 72 per 
- t tit in ten years. Madisonville 
had 3,218 by official census of 
1890; this year 3,028, I gain of 04 
per cent. The gain in population 
for the county of Hopkins in the 
ten years is 7,490, or a little h 
t han 8S per cent. 

Hopkins county Iiub made the 
largest per centageof gain of a»y 
of the ten largest counties in the 
State having exceeding 
population each. 

The enormous per centage <rf 
increase in the population «f 
Karlington, a fair proportion «f 
that of Madisonville and a gener- 
ous share of the increase in the 
whole county has been brought 
about by the continuous and 
prosperously increasing Oper- 
ation of Hopkins county's great 
coal industry. To the harmon- 
ious and cordial relations of coal 
miner and operator is due a large 
proportion of this generous in- 
crease in population. It is in- 
teresting to remember, too, that 
both Earlington and Madisonville 
are now voting comfortable and 
increasing Republican majorities. 
They believe, and the comity be- 
lieves in continued prosperity .

INJUSTICE TO JUDGE PRATT. 



He Was Misquoted as to His Reasons for 
Mis Proposed Contest. 

Editor Kveuing Post, Louisville,Ky. 

From Judge Pratt's version, 
to me, of what was said nnd in- 
tended in a conversation a few- 
days ago at Owensboro about his 
appeal, the report has, by 
inadvertance, done him, as well 
as the Court of Appeals, an 
intentional injustice. I am the 
more inclined to his version of 
what was said and intended from 
the fact that prior to the -elec- 
tion I had suggested to him, to 
which he fully agreed, to ask a 
reversal in his behalf on ques- 
tions of law, about which the 
present court had expressed no 
opinion, growing out of the late 
lection law. 

It was to be asked on questi 
of law such that a reversal, if 
had, might be concurred in by 
the whole court, without even 
seeming to conflict with what 
had been decided in other cases 
under that law. ' 

My relations with Judge Pratt 
seem to me to warrant this state- 
ment of his known position in 
the matter.

HELD UNDER BOND. 

Three Men Charjjed With Hindering Ne- 
groes From Voting in Bourbon 
County Tried. 

Lexington, Ky., Nov. 16.— Al- 
bert Thompson, a white farmer, 
Lee Leery and Sam Adams, col- 
ored, all of Bourbon county, 
jointly charged with conspiring 
to prevent negroes from voting, 
were held over to the Federal 
grand jury by United States 
Commissioner Hill. Bail was 
fixed at $1,000 in each case. 

It is alleged that Thompson 
supplied Leery and Adams with 
money to start a crap game and 
then had all participants arrested 
in order that they might be pre- 
vented from voting on election 
day. The case occupied all ol 
yesterday, leaving but one wit- 
ness to be examined today. 

The argument in the case, was 
lengthy, ex-State Senator Chas. 
J. Bronston speaking for the de- 
fense and Judge George Denny 
for the prosecution. 

Coal-Shipping Facilities. 

The question of exporting coal 
from Southern ports is evidently 
receiving the careful considera- 
tion of various transportation 
companies. A party of officers 
of the Louisville & Nashville, as 
well as several extensive coal ex- 
porters, recently visited New 
Orleans, Mobile and Pensacola, 
examining the various piers and 
calculating upon the facilities for 
shipping which there ports pos- 
sess. Included in the party was 
President Milton H. Smith, of 
the Louisville & Nashville. One 
of the officers in an interview is 
quoted as follows : 

'•Our investigation lias proven 
that New Orleans has a great 
harbor and line wharf facilities, 
and if everything goes well coal 
from Alabama mines may yet bo 
shipped through this port to 
France, Italy, England and Ger- 
many. The trouble just now is 
twofold. There is a great de- 
mand for coal, and an equally 
great demand for bottoms 
carry it, but with the termi 
tion of the troubles iu China, the 
Philippines and South Africa 
more of the latter will be opened 
up to supply the cargoes. If ships 
can be had to take it, this cer- 
tainly is the thing to do." 

According to a New York dis- 
patch, the recent inspection of 
the Norfolk and Newport News 
terminals by officials of the Ches- 
apeake & Ohio and other rail- 
roads was to obtain a correct 
estimate of their capacity for 
exporting coal and to calculate | 
upon the lowest rate on this com- 
lodit-y to European ports. It is 
the opinion of the officials that 
such a low rate can be made that 
the West Virginia coal will be a 
essful competitor to the 
product of the Welsh and other 
foreign mines under any circum-

As nearly as can be ascertained, 
the present population of the world is 
about 1,400,000,000. The production of 
coal throughout the world In 1900 is 
likely to be 700,000,000 tons. Conse- 
quently the average consumption of 
coal per capita, taking the world's 
population as a whole, is about ten 
twt., against eight times that quan- 
tity consumed in Great Britain, five 
and one-half times that quantity 
consumed in the United States, and 
about three and one-half times the 
same quantity consumed in Ger- 
many. An increase of fiO per cent, 
on the world's average per capita 
consumption of coal in 1899 would 
give a total advance of 350,000,000 
tons, which increase may possibly 
be reached within the next twenty 
years. An Increase o? consumption 
founded upon increase of population 
alone would give a further develop- 
ment of output within the same pe- 
riod to the extent of 20 per cent., or, 
say, 140,000,000 tons. The two items, 
taken together, would give an in- 
crease within a quarter of a century 
of perhaps 600,000,000 tons, assum- 
ing the same percentage rata of in- 
crease as we have witnessed in the 
immediate past. The figures are so 
colossal as to appear almost impos- 
sible. Their possibilities, however, 
come within much more measurable 
, distance when we consider the past

so overwhelming that, no depoaltoi 
was foolish enough to suppose that 
any good could be accomplished bj 
attempting to get money from th» 
bank. 

The Defalcation Discovered. 

National Bank Examine* O. P 
Tucker, who is in charge, in an inter 
view, said that the alleged defalcation 
was not discovered by him until ten 
o'clock on Saturday night, that both 
he and the bank's own expert! 
been unable to find anything wrong 
until that time. The discovery wu 
made in a comparison of Brown's in- 
dividual ledger with the cashier'* 
daily checking up. Here, he said, it 
was found that Brown had been forc- 
ing balances from day to day until 
the total of $102,000 had been with 
drawn from the funds of the bank. 

Tin' examiner further said t li:« t thf 
matter of criminal proceedings had 
been referred to United States Dis 
trict Attorney Hill, of Louisville, 
who would cause a warrant foi 
Urown's arrest to be issued. The ex 
aminer himself had not taken thlf 
step because he knew that Brown was 
absent. The only bond which the bank 
holds is that of Paris C. Brown, the 
father of the assistant cashier, ivho i» 
ell-know river man, and president 
of the Consolidated Boat Store Co. 
Will Hnln Brown's Father. 
This bond is an open one. condi- 
tioned to cover any shortage by the 
ft is said that though Paris C 
Brown has voluntarily offered his en- 
tire property to meet his obligation, 
not more than $20,000 can be realized 
from this source. The examiner stat- 
ed that while he had been named as 
temporary receiver, the appointment 
permanent receiver was in the 
hands of the comptroller of the cur- 
rency. 

The Slock ot No Valae. 

The stock he says, is of no value, si 
s double liability assessment must be 
made.

which entitles this county, at the 
lowest estimate, to four Senators in- 
stead of three, n - at present. 

RECAPITULATION. 

Three Democratic districts — 
the Second, Twenty-fourth and 
Thirty-second — are slightly over- 
size. By oversize it is meant 
that, the population exceeds 
500, and the term has no bearing 
upon the actual area of the dis- 
trict in square miles. This sur- 
plusage is largely due to the in- 
crease in the population of the 
cities of I'aducah in the Second ; 
Oovingtoa in the Twenty-fourth, 
and Ashland and Gatlettsbarg to 
the Thirty-sect 

The Republican districts that 
are too large are the Seventh, 
Seventeenth, Thirty-third and 
Thirty-fifth. All of them were 
mad* 1 so by Democratic gerry 
manders, and in the cases of the 
two of the four — Seventeenth and 
Thirty-third — the greatest frauds 
and impositions are apparent. 
The {seventeenth is composed of 
the big and growing counties of 
Laurel, Pulaski, Whitley, Knox, 
Bell, Jackson and Rockcastle. It 
contains more square miles than 
and almost as many citizens as 
the Sixth or the Seventh or the 
Eighth Congressional district. It 
would make three of the little 
Democratic districts in the Blue- 
The Thirty-third is madt 
up of Perry, Letcher, Clay, Har 
lan, Floyd, Pike, Knott, Leslie, 
Martin and Johnson, ten Urge 
mountain counties. The present 
combined citizenship of these two 
districts would under a fair divi- 
sion be entitled to four State 
Senators instead of two. 

Sixteen of the thirty-eight dis- 
tricts, which were created- ten 
years ago in the hope and belief 
that they would always be Demo- 
cratic are undersized. These 
'under-normals" are the Eighth, 
Tenth, Thirteenth,- Fourteenth, 
Fifteenth, Nineteenth,Twentieth, 
Twenty-first, Twenty-second, 
T w en t y - third, Twenty-sixth, 
Twenty-seventh, Twenty-eigth, 
Twenty-ninth, Thirtieth and the 
Thirty-first. Of these the fol- 
lowing have become close or 
doubtful in late years— Tenth, 
Thirteenth, Nineteenth, Twenty- 
ninth and Thirty-first. Some of 
them lack many thousand citi- 
zens of being as large as they 
should be.
